Dr. Arnold O. Beckman, presi- 
dent of Beckman Instruments, Inc., 
an international manufacturer of 
has 


electronic instrumentation, 
gained distinction as a scientist, 
educator and business leader. 
Dr. Beckman founded the com 
pany in 1935 with the develop 


ment of the first Beckman instru- 


ment, a pH meter for measuring 
acidity and alkalinity. 
he developed the helical potentio- 
meter, a precision component, and 
the quartz spectrophotometer, a 


key instrument for chemical an- 


alysis. There are now more than 


400 Beckman products, generally 
classified as instruments, systems 
and components, with applications 
iJin science, 


industry, medicine, 
space-defense, agricultune and 
many other technologies. 

A native of Cullom, Illinois, Dr, 
Beckman was graduated from the 
University of Illinois with a bach- 
elor’s degree in chemical engineer- 
ing and a master’s degree in physi- 
cal chemistry. He received his 
doctorate in photo-chemistry at 
the California Institute of Technol- 
ogy and served on the chemistry 
faculty there from 1928 through 
1940, at which time he left the 
teaching profession to devote full 
time to the development and man- 
ufacture of scientific instruments.

Beckman Instruments, Interna- 
tional, S.A., established in 1960 
at Geneva, Switzerland, directs the 
company’s overseas manufacturing 
and marketing operations abroad, 
including dealer and direct mar- 
keting operations in some 70 coun- 
tries. In August, 1963, Beckman 
established direct marketing op- 
erations in France and the Repub- 
lic of South Africa. The market- 
ing organization in France is head- 
quartered in Paris and was formed 
through the acquisition of Prome- 
sur, formerly the exclusive Beck- 
man dealer in that country. The 
sales subsidiary Beckman Instru- 
ments (Pty.) Ltd., Capetown, di- 
rects marketing operations in 
South Africa. 

Early in 1962, the company ex- 
tended its operations to Japan 
with the establishment of Beck- 
man-Toshiba, Ltd., a joint-venture 
firm which is assigned to the man- 
ufacture and distribution of Beck- 
man products in the growing Jap- 
anese market. Beckman’s partner 
in the enterprise is Tokyo Shi- 
baura Electric Co., one of Japan’s 
largest aud most respected tndisg- 
trial organizations. 

Throughout its history. Beck- 
man Instruments has placed heavy

In May, 19638, Beckman acquir- 
ed Sharp Laboratories, Inc., of La 
Jolla, Calif., marking the com-

strumentation field. Sharp Lab- 
oratories produces high-sensitivity 
radiation measuring instruments 
and carbon dating laboratories. 

In 1958, Beckman went over- 
seas to establish a subsidiary, 
Beckman Instruments, G.m.b.H.,, 
in Munich, Germany. The German 
unit, first to be established by a 
U.&. company in post-war Bavaria. 
was formed to give Beckman a 
competitive foothold in the Euro- 
pean market. The 66,000-square- 
foot Munich plant, which produces 
a growing line of equipment de- 
veloped by domestic division. now 
has about 600 employees. 

In 1958, the company opened a 
plant at Glenrothes, Scotland, to 
house Beckman Instruments.
